Bur.if Ijudge ©6- 
thers, . ſhalt hurt my ſelf, and tranſgreſs 
the Commandment, and do no Body any 
Good. We have enough to do at-home; 
and we ſhovld make an end there, before 
we go abroad with our Care and malici- 
ous Charity, or ftay till others ſeek our 
DireGions and Advice; and then too to. 
take a good deal of Time, to canfider :
